The Young People of the Church o< 
Christ deb ited to a capacity audience 
last Friday night on the subject 
“Resolved that Capital I’unis 1 ment 
Should be Retained.’’ Tie affirmative, 
Ray Scott and Miss, Eva Warder 
pointed out. among other points of 
argument, that while there was per¬ 
haps a growing feeling that capital 
punishment should be abolished, it 
was the only form of (Hinishment that 
could adequately deal with the 
murderer, that life imprisonment at 
its longest is only about twenty years 
and that it seldom cures the murderer 
of a life of crime. 

The negative, sup|iorted by I.loyf 
Jones and Miss Althea Gonyea handled 
their argument very well, making it 
clear that in their opinion, to take 
life at the hands of the gallows in 
reality constituted murder by the 
state, that it neither did good to the 
criminal nor com[>ensated for the 
drime. They also pointed out the tre¬ 
mendous responsibility resting upon 
the shoulders of the state in the pos¬ 
sible execution of an innocent man. 

The Judges, Miss Grace King, Mr. 
Pedenson and Dr. Carson rendered 
their decision to the debaters of the 
affirmative. Dr. Carson brought out 
some interesting and constructive 
criticisms and stated that Miss War¬ 
den was the debater of the evening.

sure nanu oi retribution was very limited. Yet you were 
a fairly normal youth with many years of usefulness 
ahead. There are few adults whose pasts are so irreproach 
able that they would dare endorse the strange a>sertion 
of Magistrate Scott. 

It is granted that the stealing of an overcoat is an act of 
dishonesty deserving of punishment. A few years ago 
when work and pay were plentiful, it might even have 
oeen classed as a Sign of insanity. But today the theft of 
overcoat, or shoes, or a can of beans, under the drive of 
want, may lie a symptom of that dulling sense of the sec- 
redness of property. When a nineteen year old youth 
steals, he need not be insane, but he may be cold or hun¬ 
gry. He may be under unhealthy influence, all of which 
is a responsibility of the State. Perhaps the candidates for 
Ponoka are not these erring young people, so much as 
those elder members of society who are responsible for 
shutting them out from normal livelihood. 

If Magistrate Scott’s grim comment is directed to a 
youth of 19, what of the adult of 40, the adult of 60. One 
who is “not fit to look after himself,” might be one who 
steals oth'er people’s property, e?ther a can of Deans by 
direct action, or a million dollars,by subtlety. It might be 
one who steals other people’s character, or one who steals 
the serenity and peace of others by bursts of temper, 
or one who in any way menaces the physical, mental or 
moral well being of others. There are few indeed, be they 
20 or 40 or fid years of age, who at all times and under all 
conditions, could be sure they would be fit to look after 
themselves, although their lapses might not be punishable 
by law. 

So cheerio, we’ll be seeing you in Ponoka.

In the several very human and stimulating- little talks 
K iven recently by Miss Beth Layeraft, winner of the Trav¬ 
el scholarship which took her to England this summer, one 
outstanuing impression is left". Aiul that is the permanent 
value bt' personal association with people of other coun¬ 
tries. Though our young High Riverite who won this op¬ 
portunity, makes no effort to moralize on the World Youth 
Movement, her experiences speak for themselves. In one 
wayside youth hostel she meets a Dutch boy who has pick¬ 
ed up a remarkable working knowledge of English in the 
space of a fortnight; a Spaniard whose delight it is to 
learn more of this strange Canada, an English girl whose 
social service work in coal mining areas has given her an 
new slant on humanity, A dozen or more young people 
all from different lands, succeeding in breaking the bar¬ 
riers of language, and mingling in friendly companion¬ 
ship. In future years, anyone of them will feel a little bond 
of contact with the countries represented in this compan¬ 
ionship. Interest and understanding will be keener. 

This is the work that the International Youth Move¬ 
ment is fostering—just, the simple matter of getting ac- 
quained. To this end the long chain of youth hostels have 
been established in England, providing continental tour¬ 
ists, of inquiring minds with the opportunity of meeting 
English folk and other folk at first hand. To a lesser de¬ 
gree, the hostels are being established in other countries, 
resulting in international travel, the value of which is 
priceless. If instead of investing in munition factories, 
concentration centres, tunnels, gas cellars and bulwarks, a 
mere fraction of government funds were spent on Youth 
hostels, what a difference it would make to the interna¬ 
tional viewpoint'of European youth. If the festering hos¬ 
tilities of older people were suspended, and young people 
were encouraged to move freely amongst their neighbors 
an entirely different atmosphere of good will and under¬ 
standing would prevail. Five years or ten years of such 
intercourse would more surely and spontaneously kill the 
war spirit, than all the sparring and subterfuges of hoary 
diplomats who know only one game—'prestige and nation¬ 
alism.
